Tbe Deaf and Dumb Institute of 
this city has in attendance seventeen 
pupils. These are mostly from poor 
families who are unable to pay L*ne ex- 
D0LJM of the board and education ot 
their mute children. This is paid by 
by Home of ihe countieK from which 
the puoiln come, while other counties 
are either unwilling or unable 
to pay thene fee«. The fccbool 
is beld in the University build 
ing, with Prof. Iletiry White in 
charge, agisted by Miss Viola Pratt 
In establishing the Institute in 1884 
the Legislature made an appropriation 
of $4000 to be used in two years. In 
1886 the Legislature left the Institute 
without any appropriation and it baa 
been strugi^ling along till the present. 
It was intended to make this Institute 
a public one one. to be supported, 
partly at least, by public fund", and 
yet it was left in such condition that 
in the opinion of Attorney Dickson it 
cannot draw money fr >rn the public 
treasury, since they have exhausted 
the first and only appropriation. The 
decision a «hort. lime Hgo flint the law 
appropriation money to establish the 
Inline Asylum was » continuous one 
was thought to be applicable to the 
Deaf and Dumb Institute, but after 
careful examination Mr. Diekson says 
it is not, and there is no way ss far as 
he sees by which pnblM money DM be 
used for the relief of this important 
educational eoterpri 

Prof. White is paid a salary of 
$1000 per year by the Board of the 
University, so his salary i« secured 
bnt out of this sum ))<■ pays Miss Pratt 
$20 per month, thus cutting him 
down that amount.
